N most of the tricks 
described, very little is 
needed in the way of equip- 
ment and preparation. 


One trick that a young 
magiclan can master con- 
sists of taking a ring, which 
in this case is a candy mint 
with a hole through tho 
centre, off a string. 


The method, according to 
Mr Gibson, starts with a 
prepared candy mint, which 
has been broken cleanly and 
then stuck together again 
by moistening the broken 
edges with water. This mint 
js placed on a string after 
being shown to the au- 
dience. Ina handkerchief, 
hidden beneath a folded 
corner, is a solid mint.

HE trick is in rolling up
